The Tres Pendejos 

Larry Agran, Curt Pringle and Miguel Pulido were once the county’s most powerful mayors. Not anymore

I n June 2004, the Orange County 
Register published an article that 
was simultaneously preposterous 
yet prophetic. It was a profile of 
three mayors—Curt Pringle of Anaheim, 
Miguel Pulido of Santa Ana, and Irvine’s 
Larry Agran—who had become what 
reporter Jeff Rowe called “the most 
unusual of political allies.” The story 
hailed their partnership as a lesson for 
a county that had moved past suburbia 
and needed new ideas to govern the 
post-modern metropolis OC is today. 

I remember reading the story in the 
Weekly world headquarters with my 
colleagues, Nick Schou and R. Scott 
Moxley, and howling in laughter. 

Agran, Pringle and Pulido—who 
called themselves the Tres Caballe¬ 
ros— were the most powerful mayors 
in Orange County history, bucking a 
politician’s usual trajectory to Sacra¬ 
mento or Washington, D.C., to forge 
local machines that were reshaping 
their cities in their own image. The 
article dripped with their smugness 
and came with a photo of the three, 
all suited and proper and ready to 
conquer the county. Each mayor was 
a personal bugaboo of ours—Pringle 
for Nick, Agran for Scott, and Pulido 
for me—and now they were aligned 
together in OC’s own Axis of Evil, 
ready for their comeuppance. 

It would take a decade, but the Tres 
Pendejos are finally leaving, brought 
down by their own hubris. 

On Nov. 4, voters in Anaheim, Irvine 
and Santa Ana rejected their respec¬ 
tive city’s longtime boss. Anaheimers 
overwhelmingly re-elected Mayor 
Tom Tait, a Pringle ally turned foe, 
as well as knocked out one of Pringle’s 
favored council members. While Miguel 
Pulido won re-election for a 10th time, 
his council slate failed to win a single 
seat, leaving him more isolated than 
ever. And, in the most shocking develop¬ 
ment, Agran finished fourth, two years 
after he failed to win the mayoral seat; 
it’s the first time he has been swept out 
of office since 1990. 

Each left a legacy— Ozymandias comes 
to mind. 

No one fell further from grace than 
Agran. Once the county’s progres¬ 
sive lion, 2004 had Agran prepping to 
unveil his lasting legacy: the Great Park, 
a public-works project to be built on 
the former El Toro Marine Corps Air 
Station that OC business leaders and 
politicians had long slated to turn into 
an international airport. Agran cre¬ 
ated a grassroots coalition that not only 


beat back the airport, but also put forth 
his audacious plan as an alternative. 
Impressed by Agran’s heroic efforts, 
county voters gave him carte blanche to 
create the Great Park, and Agran prom¬ 
ised everything from man-made canyons 
and museums to a board of directors, on 
which Pulido earned a plum seat. 

But Agran was also sowing the seeds 
for his own demise. Contracts for proj¬ 
ects and consulting were being drafted 
for Agran confidantes, deals the old 
Agran would’ve lambasted as political 
cronyism at its worst. The onetime slow- 
growth advocate was already in bed with 


the Irvine Co., the very group that had 
helped push Agran out of office in 1990. 
Agran’s goodwill in Irvine was such 
that he and his allies long tricked Irvine 
voters into dismissing the ever-louder 
dissenters as spouting partisan lies. But 
the truth won out through the years: As 
it stands, $200 million has been spent 
on a project the vast majority of Orange 
Countians still know only for a hot-air 
balloon in the shape of an orange. 

By the end, many of Agran’s former 
progressive allies had turned on him, 
disgusted by his increasing paranoia and 
pettiness. As a result, Agran was aban¬ 
doned: His longtime 3-2 council major¬ 
ity became a minority in 2012; with 
Agran’s loss last week, his sole acolyte 
on the council is the ever-screeching 
Beth Krom. 

The same Macbeth turn happened to 
Pulido, Santa Ana’s mayor since 1994 


who has served on the City Council 
since 1986, when he ran as a radical 
reformer ready to take down City Hall. 
Instead, Pulido used his position to 
become part of the city’s power struc¬ 
ture, embarking on projects that glamor¬ 
ized the city—a gentrified downtown, an 
expanded Bowers Museum, a beautified 
Bristol Street that kept Mater Dei High 
School happy—while ignoring the town’s 
increasingly restless community groups. 
Candidates who opposed Pulido’s poli¬ 
cies had a habit of getting either recalled 
from office or arrested by the feds—and 
Pulido’s influence grew. 


That banana republic way of rule 
has now come back to haunt him. 
Whereas Pulido was once a politi¬ 
cal kingmaker, only one of his chosen 
few—Vince Sarmiento—remains on the 
council. In 2012, Santa Ana passed a 
measure that imposed term limits on 
the mayor’s seat, a direct hit designed 
by Pulido’s opponents on the council 
and the activists he once ignored. And 
his love of serving as a go-between for 
people wanting to do business in Santa 
Ana—usually with Pulido getting a con¬ 
sultant’s fee—led to a city investigation 
that says he should be charged with a 
felony for conflict of interest. 

The most unlikely collapse, how¬ 
ever, belongs to Pringle. He pulled off a 
masterful coup in 2002, when he suc¬ 
cessfully ran for Anaheim mayor by 
making peace with Latino leaders who 
hadn’t forgiven the former Speaker of 


the Assembly for his role in an infamous 
1989 poll-guard scandal. As late as 2006, 
those leaders still loved Pringle; no less 
a figurehead than longtime Los Amigos 
head Amin David told the Los Angeles 
Times he wanted Pringle to continue 
leading Anaheim because “he cares 
about doing something different and 
decent for the working class.” 

(Meanwhile, Pringle was creating a 
developer-friendly council—including a 
Democrat, Jordan Brandman—that was 
signing off on deals favoring the down¬ 
town and resort areas at the expense of 
the rest of the city and prepping Ana¬ 
heim for a high-speed rail project that 
Pringle just happened to head for years.) 

Pringle was termed out of office in 
2010, but he never left Anaheim City 
Hall, as his firm’s lobbying and his coun¬ 
cil members served as a shadow gov¬ 
ernment. But Pringle’s plans backfired 
dramatically. His handpicked successor, 
Tait, turned on him, arguing his prede¬ 
cessor’s policies were terrible for the 
city’s financial future. And 2012 brought 
forth the double blow of Pringle’s for¬ 
mer Latino allies suing the city to create 
district elections, as well as anti-police 
brutality riots; the two developments 
exposed for the world to see what Prin¬ 
gle’s fruits had borne for Anaheim. 

Yes, Pringle’s favored candidates 
maintain a majority on the City Coun¬ 
cil. But the writing is already on the 
wall for his regime. Anaheim voters 
approved measures that, in 2016, will 
increase the size of the council to 
seven and force candidates to live in 
the districts they’ll represent, severely 
diluting Pringle’s power base. The rank 
crassness of Pringle’s associates woke 
up a previously dormant Anaheim voter 
base that refuses to allow his tentacles 
to choke Anaheim much longer—just 
as with his amigos Agran and Pulido in 
their former fiefdoms. 

It’s not known if the three still talk as 
much as they did in 2004, when OC was 
theirs for the taking. But in that 2004 
Register story, Agran told Rowe he felt 
the Tres Caballeros would inspire the 
county to follow their version of “inno¬ 
vative governance.” 

Agran called it a decade before it hap¬ 
pened: The Tres Pendejos ’ governance 
inspired voters to finally sweep them out 
of office. See you at the Catch, pendejos!

L ooking out the large windows from Jay Famiglietti’s 
corner office at UC Irvine on a sun-drenched late- 
spring day you take in an inviting deep greenbelt 
and, just beyond that, the green, green grass of 
Aldrich Park. 

Contrast that with the view from the UCI hydrologist’s 
new office at the NASA Jet Propulsion Laboratory (JPL) 
in Pasadena, where Famiglietti is a senior water scientist. 
It’s also serene and lovely here, but the hills cradling the 
sprawling facility are brown and tinder-dry heading into 
the always-gusty fall season. 

“When I go back to Orange County, it is like Disney¬ 
land—everything is super-wonderful,” Famiglietti says 
from behind a small table at a JPL bustling because of 
a newly launched Mars mission. He has moved into a 
rental home in Sierra Madre while still holding onto his 
apartment above UCI. 

“It’s like the county is in a bubble,” he says of OC. “I 
leave Los Angeles County, and everything is brown. Then 
I get back to Irvine, and everything is green and lush. 
There is a little disconnect.” 

It’s a disconnect Famiglietti has been talking about for 
a few years now, not just as it applies to the greenness of 
Orange versus LA counties, but to all of drought-sapped 
California, the United States and the world. He is con¬ 
vinced no amount of melting snow and torrential rains 
can bring California to the levels of fresh water we once 
enjoyed because as low as the lakes and rivers are, it’s 


even more dire underground, from where most of our 
life-sustaining water comes. 

Research Famiglietti has led or participated in is sober¬ 
ing. Should California keep drawing water out of the 
Central Valley ground at the rate it is now, the massive 
aquifer will be tapped out in “maybe 50 years,” according 
to the professor. “With more rains, maybe longer.” Orange 
County’s imported water, which accounts for about half 
of what we consume, is in jeopardy thanks to over-pump¬ 
ing. The Colorado River Basin—which supplies water to 
40 million people and 4 million acres of farmland in Cali¬ 
fornia, Nevada, Utah, Arizona, New Mexico, Wyoming 
and Colorado—lost more than 13 trillion gallons of water 
in less than a decade. Cities and farmers are sucking up 
a combined 15.6 cubic kilometers of water annually from 
the Ogallala aquifer, which stretches from South Dakota 
to Texas. The worst spot on the planet for groundwater 
depletion is the Upper Ganges, which irrigates crops in 
both India and Pakistan. Between 2003 and 2009, one of 
the world’s great river basins—the Tigris-Euphrates, cov¬ 
ering a swatch from eastern Turkey to western Iran—lost 
144 cubic kilometers of fresh water, about the volume 
of the Dead Sea. Coastal areas of China, Thailand and 
Indonesia are dealing with a disastrous double whammy: 
ground sinking because of overpumping as sea levels rise. 

Meanwhile, the global demand for fresh water is only 
goingto grow, based on United Nations projections that say 
the world’s 7 billion population will rise to 9 billion by 2050. 


That’s why Famiglietti is hellbent on spreading this 
message: We absolutely have to better manage the 
groundwater we have left, to do more with less. Perhaps 
his mission has not yet made him a household name a 
la Al Gore, but give Famiglietti time. An Inconvenient 
Thirst, anyone? 

T he UCI professor of Earth-system science and 
civil and environmental engineering has worked 
so hard to get the word out far and wide that 
Janet Wilson of the campus Communications 
Office politely asked him to create a website (Jay- 
Famiglietti.com) separate from the university’s just to 
round up the links to his op/ed pieces for such outlets 
as the Los Angeles Times and Huffington Post; articles in 
The New York Times and elsewhere that quote him and 
his works; video clips on CBS, CNN and a TED talk; his 
constantly updated Twitter feed; and much more. 

Reading the headlines of all those links, one might be 
tempted to brand Famiglietti the planet’s next great sage 
of environmental doom, something that is reinforced on a 
canvas portrait that leans against a wall near Famiglietti’s 
since-mothballed UCI office. It has his silhouetted mug- 
shot next to text with his takeaway line from Jessica Yu’s 
2012 documentary on the world water crisis, Last Call at 
the Oasis (which now belongs to Participant Media’s pro¬ 
gressive channel Pivot).

Picture the scene: Farmers, agri¬ 
cultural officials and experts such as 
Famiglietti are meeting in Fresno to talk 
water or, rather, the lack thereof. “Let 
me be perfectly clear about this: Cali¬ 
fornia faces a water crisis of potentially 
epic proportions,” the professor tells the 
assembly. “You know, how we respond 
today will define who we are tomorrow.” 

Polite claps, followed by brief cuts 
to other stakeholders saying we need 
more storage, more money to pay off 
farm debt, and more conservation and 
efficiency, the latter sparking off a furi¬ 
ous debate, with one speaker grabbing 
the microphone away from another and 
associated back-and-forth vitriol. 

Yu then shows us Famiglietti, 
slumped in his folding chair with his 
arms crossed, a look of disgust on his 
face. Next, we see him up close, in talk¬ 
ing-head mode after the Fresno meeting. 

“They wanted to make a statement 
that we do face a crisis now of epic 
proportions, and I said that. Um ... and 
I’m not sure that it really resonated, 
which to me is a little startling. We 
need a plan, and we don’t have one. And 
it is complex.” 

He then utters the words that are 
on that picture of him at UCI: “We’re 
screwed ... yeah.” 


rowing up in Providence, Rhode 
Island, Famiglietti did not dream 
of becoming a hydrologist. He 
wanted to be a veterinarian. “But 
I discovered in college I perhaps 
did not have the discipline to do well in 
pre-vet studies,” he explains. “I wandered 
into geology class and loved it.” 

He considered graduate work in geo¬ 
physics, in particular plate tectonics, but 
he “had been an environmentalist at heart 
since I was very young and the birth of 
Earth Day” in 1970. At school and in the 
Boy Scouts, conservation was a big deal, 
especially when it came to cleaning up 
Rhode Island’s chronically polluted rivers. 

Famiglietti received his bachelor of sci¬ 
ence degree in geology from Tufts Univer¬ 
sity in 1982; two years later, he obtained a 
masters of science in hydrology from the 
University of Arizona. “It was natural that 
when I was looking for a career, I looked 


at earth science and gravitated toward 
water,” Famiglietti says with a shrug. 

A master of arts and Ph.D. in civil engi¬ 
neering from Princeton University followed, 
in 1988 and ’92 respectively. He was a post¬ 
doctoral research associate at Princeton 
and at the National Center for Atmospheric 
Research in 1992 and 1993. The following year, 
he joined the Geological Sciences Department 
faculty at the University of Texas at Austin, 
where he helped launch a climate program 
and the Environmental Science Institute. 

He left the Lone Star State to join the 
UCI Physical Sciences Department in 2001 
and was the founding director of the UC 
Center for Hydrologic Modeling in 2009. 
His years of important research and com¬ 
municating about water and climate change 
led California Governor Jerry Brown to 
appoint him to the Santa Ana Regional 
Water Quality Control Board in January. 

“I think he wants more scientists on 


these boards,” Famiglietti told the Los 
Angeles Times’ Patt Morrison, who’d 
asked why Brown appointed him to the 
post that pays a $100 per diem. “I feared it 
might be just a bunch of permit requests, 
but I learned a lot about the Santa Ana 
River basin. I want to bring an under¬ 
standing of how it all works together and 
how it’s changing.” 

W hen Famiglietti first heard 

about GRACE, he didn’t think 
it would work. 

He was at the University of 
Texas at Austin when he was 
treated to some “salesmanship” about 
JPL’s Gravity Recovery and Climate 
Experiment, which has NASA satellites 
measuring the Earth’s ice, water and grav¬ 
ity from space and calibrating the results 
with monitors all over the blue planet. 

“I thought they were overselling it,” 
says Famiglietti, conceding he did not 
“appreciate the risk or scientific reward” 
of GRACE when it came to his ground- 
water research. But after having then-U- 
T graduate student (and fellow GRACE 
skeptic) Matthew Rodell “dig into it,” 
both were surprised to discover changes 
in underground aquifer water levels 
could indeed be measured from space. 

It has to do with changing water flows 
and the weight of water... you know, 
science-y stuff. 

This became a game changer in the

world of hydrology. Rodell, who has 
authored or co-authored several papers 
with Famiglietti and other academics 
based on findings from GRACE, is now 
the laboratory chief with NASA Hydrolog¬ 
ical Sciences at the Goddard Space Flight 
Center in Greenbelt, Maryland. 

With GRACE, Famiglietti has researched 
the depletion of groundwater in California’s 
Central Valley, the Colorado River and the 
Middle East. Thanks to this and our obvious- 
to-everyone drought conditions, he has not 
encountered the kind of criticism that still fol¬ 
lows Al Gore when it comes to climate change. 

“They really can’t deny this is happening; 
they can see it,” Famiglietti says. “In the Cen¬ 
tral Valley and Coachella Valley, the water 
table is dropping. The ground is sinking. We 
don’t see snow in the mountains. So it’s a 
little less of a struggle to convince people.” 

Famiglietti packed up his UCI office and 
moved to JPL because GRACE has become 
so key to his continued research. And he 
has been inspired by NASA’s approach 
to scientists like him. The federal agency 
actually encourages pitches for funding 
varied scientific projects because, frankly, 
it keeps NASA relevant come budget time. 

“I moved here in part so we can acceler¬ 
ate these models that we develop with satel¬ 
lite observation to really provide the best 
available information,” Famiglietti relates. 
‘We need to say this is what is happening 
and not advocate for any one position. Just 
get everyone to pay attention along with us.” 

T he open ears to Famiglietti’s 

research may have something to do 
with his feeling the pain (to borrow 
the line of Gore’s old boss) of Cali¬ 
fornia’s farmers. A newly added 
five-minute video addendum to Last Call 
at the Oasis shows him driving along the 
Golden State Freeway in Central Califor¬ 
nia, passing those signs on plots of empty 
farm land that state such things as “Stop 
the Congress Created Dust Bowl.” You 
sense he hates the politicization of water 
but understands it deeply just the same. 

“The worst place for water right now 
is California,” he says back at JPL. “If s 
ground zero. And then you have the whole 
food thing, the plight of the farmers. It is 
difficult. They take pride in setting the 
nation’s tables, and the No. 1 thing they need 
is water. And we just don’t have enough 
water. That’s our future: We will never have 
enough water to do what we want to do in 
California. We have to prioritize.” 

He called on academics and scientists to 
do a better job of communicating to farm¬ 
ers. “We need to build a relationship with 
farmers. The thing we need to figure out 
is sometimes as scientists, we’re perceived 
as arrogant. We have to make people see 
now that we are here to help them.” 

That, he said, is his No. 1 goal in Pasadena. 
“We have to tell [farmers] we want their 
input; we do not want their money. We want 
to be viewed as independent. Hopefully, 
there is enough NASA funding to do that.” 


As we spoke, a GRACE mission had just 
launched with a goal of bringing back data 
in January that will help inform farmers 
of the optimal amount of water and nutri¬ 
ents a seedling, plant or tree needs at the 
field level. It will also identify areas prone 
to flooding for mapping and, possibly, an 
early detection system. 

He estimates the research can eventually 
help agriculture realize a 20 percent savings 
in water “without really trying.” The idea 
will be to pass along the vital information 
farmers need “right away, in less than three 
months, I would think,” although the data 
will have to be thoroughly checked and 
calibrated with monitors on the ground. 

“If we save even a half a percent of 
water” for large water users, “they will see 
what we’re doing as economically justi¬ 
fied,” Famiglietti says. “That would pro¬ 
vide a lot of water for a lot of people.” 

A nother group Famiglietti hopes 
to help these days are water 
policy makers, whom he politely 
describes as somewhat underin¬ 
formed about their subject. 

“We need to improve our methods,” 
he says. “The best job we can do is create 
predictive models. We need a framework 
to evaluate different sources in the future.” 

At meetings and conferences, he finds that 
people in agriculture, industry and water sup¬ 
ply are “much more knowledgeable” about 
dwindling groundwater supplies than he 
might have assumed going in. “Water is man¬ 
aged extremely well in Southern California,” 
Famiglietti points out. “Water-district man¬ 
agers really have a difficult job. In general, 
they are providing water to all these people in 
a semi-arid region. Now, it is near-impossible. 
They are really in a tough situation.” 

When most people think of water levels, 
they look at a lake or river and visualize a 
set mark as they would a bathtub ring to 
determine whether the amount of water is 
up or down. But where you can see it is not 
where most of the water is. Most is below 
ground, and it’s unmanaged. “It’s the Wild 
West,” Famiglietti explains. “There’s a ton 
of money to be made in controlling it.” 

He’s pleased to see the final piece of the 
wet puzzle—residential users—are finally 
waking up to the fact they must do more 
with less water. 

“I think it’s very cool. I’m very excited 
about that. A lot of people, when they hear 
we are working with the NASA satellites, 
like it when we inform them about the 
work we are doing,” he says. “We need to 
visit with more people and let them know 
observatories and satellites are making a 
difference for earthlings.” 

I n several chats with the Weekly, the 
water warrior always followed his 
dire warnings with the same word: 
hope. “There’s always hope. We can 
change. We can adapt,” he says at one 
point at JPL. “I do think we’ll respond in a 
good, thoughtful way.” 

Famiglietti pauses a beat. “Because we 
have to.” 

He was so inspired by President Barack

Obama’s speech at the United Nations Cli¬ 
mate Summit in September that he wrote a 
National Geographic piece based on it. “He 
ends so optimistically,” Famiglietti recalls. 

But it was that month’s cover of Sci¬ 
ence that really excited him. For “The 
Drought You Can’t See: Geophysical meth¬ 
ods detect changes in water” stories, the 
journal borrowed an image the professor 
and his UCI team created of California as 
viewed from space, with an eerie red cen¬ 
ter extending from north to south. Beams 
Famiglietti, “It’s like being on the cover of 
Time magazine for scientists.” 

As he is quick to point out, this country 
has set deadlines before to achieve what first 
seemed impossible. (Hello, moon). “The 
same kind of commitment,” Famiglietti 
says, “is needed for clean drinking water.” 

nyone who observed the unsuc¬ 
cessful bids (so far) by the Orange 
County powers that be to build a 
24-hours-per-day international 
commercial airport or extend a toll 
road through a state park in South County 
knows the routine. First come the “official” 
studies that show a problem exists, then the 
revelation that the only viable solution has 
been found, then the “official” praise from 
an organization legitimizingthe studies 
and solution, then the push polls showing 
a majority of residents support the suppos¬ 
edly only viable solution, then the support¬ 
ive Orange County Register editorial, and 
finally the building plans that were probably 
drawn up before the first study came out. 

It’s deja vu all over again when it comes 
to dotting our coastline with desalination 
plants, which convert saltwater to drinking 
water. The Orange County grand jury issued 
a report in June that states water agencies 
should immediately start plans to build large 
desalination plants all along the coast. Four 
such plants are already in the pipeline in 


Southern California, including a 50 million- 
gallon-per-day facility in Huntington Beach 
that is in the final stages of permitting. 

The grand jury claims the “low-hanging 
fruit” of storage, recycling and water con¬ 
servation “has already been picked.” While 
Orange County’s much-lauded toilet-to-tap, 
groundwater-replenishment system deserves 
praise, it cannot produce enough fresh water 
to satisfy demand, according to the panel. 

A couple of days later came the Register 
editorial “Desalination the Answer for 
a Thirsty County.” The Orange County 
Water District (OCWD) praised the grand 
jury in August for focusing on water short¬ 
ages, revealed plans to expand toilet-to-tap 
and welcomed “exploring alternative water 
supply projects like ocean desalination.” A 
month later, Probolsky Research of Irvine 
released a poll showing that 69 percent of 
likely voters within the OCWD boundaries 
support construction of the proposed Hun¬ 
tington Beach desalination facility. 

Famiglietti agrees the internationally 
recognized, state-of-the-art, groundwater¬ 
recycling facility is “one of the coolest places 
in Orange County. It’s like Disneyland. It’s 
on my list for anyone visiting here as one of 
the top 10 things to do in Orange County.” 
But it is “not a cure-all” when it comes to 
producing enough drinking water. “The 
reality of it is we can’t get enough” sewage 
to produce the amount of water we need. 

As for desalination, it “is something we 
may need to invest in,” especially if we keep 
sucking water out of the ground at the rate 
we do, “but that is down the line,” accord¬ 
ing to Famiglietti. “The first thing we need 
to do is the cheapest and easiest way, and 
that is conservation.” 

Far from being an already-picked fruit, as 
those folks who could not get out of grand 
jury duty put it, conservation via fixed 
leaks, better managed underground sources 
and the replacement of water-sucking land¬ 
scaping would take this state and nation 
to water sustainability without having to 
resort to the horrors of desal, maintains

Famiglietti, who also supports incentives 
rewarding those who curtail water use. 

He points to the “unintended conse¬ 
quences” of desal plants, which consume 
large amounts of power to push water 
through a membrane, pollute the ocean with 
warm water and highly concentrated brine, 
and trap and kill marine life. Think of it like 
this: We’d be producing vital water and crops 
at the expense of vital oxygen and seafood. 

“There are legal issues that come with 
killing marine life, which you will do,” Fami¬ 
glietti says of current desal technology. “You 
will be affecting the whole state’s ocean ecol¬ 
ogy, not only at your immediate coastline.” 

Told of an environmentalist who predicted 
years ago that solutions to challenges such 
as water shortages will come once entrepre¬ 
neurs figure out how to make money off them, 
Famiglietti replied, “I’m all for that. Smart 
people and creative people driving the green 
economy is a good thing. The problem is you 
want to do the right things with the money.” 


W hen you have a conversation 
with someone who mentions 
things people can do on a 
micro level to help mitigate a 
macro problem, you naturally 
think of your own life. For me, I look at 
my front lawn and backyard pool when it 
comes to using less water. So, professor, 
do I need to replace my grass with succu- 
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lents? “It could come to that.” 

How about my pool? “Perhaps if you 
shade the pool so water does not evaporate 
as quickly. There have actually been studies 
that show pools do not use as much water 
as landscaping.” 

He then thinks of his own lifestyle. A 
$250 residential water bill in Sierra Madre 
convinced him he needed a more efficient 
sprinkler system. Heading to a town meeting 
one evening, he watched a neighbor using a 
high-pressure nozzle attached to a garden 
hose to a push leaves off the driveway. 

“I never did say anything to him, but I 
did go back and write this [angry column],” 
Famiglietti says. 

Maintaining lawns and gardens sucks up 
far too much water, he says. But worldwide, 
agriculture requires 80 percent of the fresh 
water. We need to eat, and the population is 
not getting any smaller. 

“There is room to improve efficiency,” 
Famiglietti says confidently. “Around the 
world, we could conserve 15 percent to 20 
percent without doing that much.” 

He’s impressed that water managers 
managed to keep Orange County as green 
as it is for as long as it has been, but now 
the time has come for a paradigm shift, the 
professor professes. 

“I’d rather it be less green over a longer 
period of time,” he says. “I think we’re 
starting to see places like that in Orange 
County. Being too green is not green at all. 
This is what we probably need to come to 
terms with.”

f here is this place? 7 ’ 

I M mm m my date asked 
If Iff nervously look- 
^m ^m ing around at the 

barely lit street and deserted sidewalks. 

We were driving through a desolate, 
industrial part of Costa Mesa we’d never 
been to and had no business being in 
before tonight. A factory with gigantic 
pressure vessels and pillars spewing steam 
passed on my left. On the right was a dark¬ 
ened car-repair shop. 

“It’s around here,” I said, trying to 
sound confident. 

Then I saw it. The only hints of life for 
blocks are a string of lights and a sign in 
the dark that reads, “Boathouse Collec¬ 
tive parking.” We parked under the glow 
of a street lamp and walked toward the 
entrance: a gap between two shipping con¬ 
tainers, with razor wire strung across the 
tops. As we neared it, a pair of flood lights 
flickered on, triggered by motion detectors. 

But then, we went farther in, and sud¬ 
denly the sinister film-noir scene we 
were in turned Technicolor®, as though 
Dorothy just entered Oz. Garlands of light 
bulbs crisscrossed overhead. In an asphalt 
courtyard with potted trees and an herb 
garden, groups of people at long commu¬ 
nal picnic tables ate, drank, took selfies 
and sang “Happy Birthday.” If a joyous 
summer-night wedding banquet were held 
at a Home Depot Garden Center, it would 
probably look like this. 

After the hostess found our reservation 
scribbled in a busy spiral notebook, she 
chirped that we had our choice of seating. 
Would it be out here or inside? 

“Let’s try inside,” I said, noticing that my 
date had forgotten her jacket. 


Fewer customers were in the indoor 
area. Most were saddled up at the bar, sip¬ 
ping alcoholic watermelon agua frescas 
while the bartenders muddled mint leaves 
plucked straight from the plant. 

We sat at the end of a communal table in 
a cavernous warehouse next to an empty 
stage. Above us, a corrugated metal roof 
had surfboards nailed onto it. It reminded 
me the space used to be a surfboard fac¬ 
tory, and long before that, it housed a 
company called Ditmar-Donaldson that 
made wooden-hulled ships. These days, 
the owner is Clayton Peterson, who previ¬ 
ously used the property as a private-events 
venue and a recording studio. Now, as the 
Boathouse Collective, Peterson has created 
a restaurant where such a place shouldn’t 
have been. But then, I’m told that’s exactly 
why he did it. 

Shortly after being seated, a compli¬ 
mentary basket of tostada rounds and bean 
dip came with the menu, a half-sheet of 
paper split into two sections: a vegetarian 
and one with meat all over. Yet, despite the 
mac and cheese, tacos, and burgers, there 
was something distinctly Japanese about 
the food. Dashi and mochi was in the pork 
belly dish, and when I ordered the chicken 
katsu appetizer, it tasted too spot-on, too 
perfect to not have been made by someone 
who ate it his whole life or was at least 
trained by someone who has. 

The chef is Mathieu Royer, whom our 
tattooed waiter said was once the Jonas 
brothers’ personal cook, but also a chef at 
Pizzeria Ortica, Hinoki and the Bird, and 
Morimoto. Where he learned how to make 
kalbi—here boneless, kissed with char, 
served with beni shoga, a smear of chimi- 
churri and lettuce to wrap around them as 


though Korean ssam—I don’t know, but it 
was as good as an izakaya’s. And then there 
was his chopped salad, a textbook example 
on how to balance umami with citrus in 
a very busy dish populated with lardons, 
grilled kabocha, shiitakes, bite-sized balls 
of fresh mozzarella and a perfectly soft- 
boiled egg on the side. 

But there was no better demonstration 
on the Japanese virtue of artistic restraint 
than the grilled-swordfish entree: a lone 
hunk of snowy moistness floating atop a 
Thai coconut curry with waves of pota¬ 
toes sliced long and thin. More proof 
comes in a Zen-garden arrangement of 
crisp-skinned roasted fingerlings, a side 
dish in which a halved purple potato leans 
on the humps of yellows as it gazes into a 
puddle of lemon aioli, contemplating the 
meaning of life. 

Royer also does what I gather is a Hinoki 
and the Bird take of beurre blanc, some¬ 
thing more broth than emulsion, lubri¬ 
cating but never drowning out the indi¬ 
vidual subtleties of the fat seared scallops, 
squeaky Manila clams, ultra-sweet grilled 
corn kernels and charred shishito peppers 
swimming in it. I only wished he did what 
a proper Japanese restaurant would: pro¬ 
vide a bowl of rice and a soup spoon. But if 
Royer isn’t a “proper” Japanese cook, Boat¬ 
house Collective isn’t exactly a “proper” 
restaurant either. And that’s precisely why 
they’re both so compelling.

O ld Little Saigon is disappearing. The 
1.5- and second-generation kids keep 
replacing ancient pho palaces and bikini 
coffeehouses with crawfish houses and 
waffle joints. Asian Gardens Mall now has 
an LED screen; Bolsa Avenue finally finished 
its renovation project, meaning snarling 
weekend traffic is as forgotten as Hi-Tek. 
And even most of the older restaurants 
that remain have upgraded in one way or 
another, the elders grudgingly putting on a 
new coat of paint and putting up websites. 

Progress is inevitable, of course, and 
restaurant prices in Little Saigon have unfor¬ 
tunately moved forward along with it (oh, for 
the days when banh mis were a buck—that 
was only a decade ago!). But the past still 
thrives at Hu Tieu Thanh Xuan, the acknowl¬ 
edged king of the soup genre that finds surf 
and turf in a bowl of beauty. Thanh Xuan s 
decor is from the 1980s—mirrors on the 
walls, claustrophobic dining room, sans serif 
marquee faded by the sun—and the dress 
code for the staff is swap-meet chic (sweat 
shirts over dresses for the waitresses, jeans 
and polo shirts for the guys). But just as retro 
are the prices: $4 for the most underrated 
soup in OC. 

Hu tieu consistently gets overlooked in 
conversations about Vietnamese cuisine 
because it seems so simple: clear pork 
stock and a dash of shrimp paste subsum¬ 
ing noodles (glass or egg), pork and fish 
cake. But it deserves more respect, and 
the multiple condiments at every table 
speakto the soup's spectacular essence. 
Pickled garlic, pickled Thai peppers, chile 
paste, vinegar—you toss all of that into the 
hu tieu, mix it up, and create a soup equal 
parts comfort and zing, safe and stunning. 
Then you find the hard-boiled quail egg 
among the morass, and split it in half; its 
float through the boiling broth liquefied 
the yolk inside, meaning a burst of umami 
spikes your grand creation. This is the dac 
biet at Thanh Xuan; nearly the rest of the 
menu is variations on this theme, including 
and excluding ingredients, finding the dish 
dry or with the broth on the side. 

Congrats! Here is the Little Saigon that 
persists despite all the changes, the Little 
Saigon you should haunt before its gone.

Jon Stewart Pulls It Off 


His Rosewater is outraged, cinematic—even funny

D uring a 2009 Daily Show inter¬ 
view with Maziar Bahari, the 
Canadian-Iranian journalist 
who, earlier that year, had 
been imprisoned in Iran for 118 days on 
espionage charges, Jon Stewart said, “We 
hear a lot about the banality of evil, but so 
little about the stupidity of evil.” Or about 
its total humorlessness. Bahari had been 
arrested the previous June partly as the 
result of 3. Daily Show skit: Comedian Jason 
Jones, posing as the most phony-baloney 
spy imaginable, in a kaffiyeh and dark 
glasses, interviewed Bahari in a Tehran 
cafe just before a fraught and ultimately 
explosive election. Why was Iran so evil? 
Jones demanded. The perfect straight man, 
Bahari gave a response that was deflective, 
sensitive and articulate. That didn’t stop 
Iranian authorities from arresting him 
shortly after the election, four days after 
the episode aired, using The Daily Show as 
proof that Bahari himself was a spy. 

Perhaps partly out of a sense of guilt, 
although probably mostly because he knows 
an astonishing story when he sees one, 
Stewart has made a movie—his debut as 
a director—based on Bahari’s experience. 
Rosewater is an earnest picture, but it also 
has some juice—there’s vitality and feeling 
in it, the secret ingredients so often miss¬ 
ing from even the most well-intentioned 
first features. At the beginning of Rosewa¬ 
ter, Gael Garcia Bernal’s Bahari leaves his 
London home and his pregnant wife for 
what he thinks will be a routine visit to his 


hometown, Tehran, to cover the election 
for Newsweek. He hires a hip young driver, 
Davood (Dimitri Leonidas), who doesn’t 
actually have a car—just a shaky little motor¬ 
bike. But Davood knows all the right people, 
and through him, Bahari meets a group of 
idealistic young men who have educated 
themselves by tapping forbidden TV chan¬ 
nels via a wholly illegal garden of satellite 
dishes perched on a rooftop. (They call this 
makeshift institute of higher learning “Dish 
University.”) These guys make it clear they’ll 
be casting their vote for Mousavi, the chal¬ 
lenger to the controversial, bellicose incum¬ 
bent Ahmadinejad. To them, and to Bahari, 
it seems perfectly plausible, if not likely, that 
Mousavi could win a democratic election- 
provided the election in question is going to 
be at all democratic. 

Meanwhile, Bahari meets with Jones 
(playing himself) and gives what he 
assumes is a harmless interview—between 
takes, he cracks up at the ridiculous obvi¬ 
ousness of Jones’ spy shtick. A few days 
later, it’s not so funny: The election results 
spark violence, some of which Bahari cap¬ 
tures on camera. He at first assumes that’s 
the reason he’s picked up by government 
goons, as his mother, played with authorita¬ 
tive gravity by Shohreh Aghdashloo, anx¬ 
iously looks on. No wonder she’s worried: 
Both Bahari’s father and sister spent time 
in prison, during the eras of the Shah and 
the Ayatollah Khomeini, respectively. Still, 
Bahari can’t believe he’ll be held for long, 
until he realizes that his interrogator, a man 


known to him only as Rosewater (played 
by Kim Bodnia), genuinely believes that 
Newsweek is a spy organization. Bahari is 
routinely quizzed and beaten. His refusal to 
cooperate—because how, exactly, is he sup¬ 
posed to respond to these idiots?—lands him 
in solitary confinement. At one point, he’s 
led to believe he’s goingto be killed. 

We all know Stewart is a smart guy who’s 
good at talking. What’s surprising is how 
good he is at filmmaking. Stewart—who also 
adapted the script, from Bahari’s 2011 book, 
Then They Came for Me— understands that 
even a story relying largely on dialogue, as 
this one does, also needs to be cinematic. 

As Bahari, pre-arrest, walks down a Tehran 
street, he thinks of his father and sister, both 
now dead: Bernal recounts their stories in 
voice-over, and we see their images haz¬ 
ily reflected in the storefront windows he 
passes, ghosts brought vividly to life. In 
another sequence, Bernal’s Bahari performs 
an expressive solo ballet to Leonard Cohen’s 
“Dance Me to the End of Love”—a song and 
an artist his sister had turned him on to—in 
his lonely, underfurnished cell. The music, 
of course, is playing only in his head, but 
his power to conjure it is key to his survival. 
The sight of Bernal leaping, twirling and 
kicking to the sound of nothing—which is 
really the sound of everything—is the mov¬ 
ie’s glorious visual centerpiece. 

Bernal gives a thoughtful, delicately cali¬ 
brated performance, and he’s funny, too: At 
the movie’s high point, Bahari outwits his 
pedantic interrogator in a way that’s pure 


comedy, so outlandish that you can’t believe 
it could actually work. But then, Bahari’s 
captors, blindly devoted to the religious 
supremacy of the state, aren’t terribly good 
at thinking for themselves. And it’s in set¬ 
ting the movie’s tone, layer by layer, that 
Stewart proves most adept. Bahari’s tor¬ 
mentor, endeavoring to get the prisoner to 
“confess,” sticks to his dumbest ideas with 
the tenaciousness of an octopus’ sucker. He 
cites items seized upon Bahari’s arrest—they 
include a DVD copy of Teorema, which the 
authorities have deemed “porno,” as well as 
a Cohen album and a Tintin book—as evi¬ 
dence of the journalist’s lack of moral stead¬ 
fastness. At one point, the grand inquisitor 
asks Bahari, in all seriousness, about his 
affiliation with an individual named Anton 
Chekhov, whom Bahari has quoted admir¬ 
ingly on his Facebook page. 

Rosewater isn’t one of those nicey-nice 
vehicles that takes pains to remind us that 
some people are just culturally “different,” 
thus can’t be held responsible for adhering 
to warped religious and political dogma. 
Instead, Stewart puts it pretty plainly: Some 
people are just idiots, and the stupidity of 
evil can kill you. Thank God Bahari man¬ 
aged to outsmart it.

OPENING ONGOING 


BEYOND THE LIGHTS Tales of fame 
and its trappings—and the way they're 
never enough to build a life—are as old 
as show business itself. But sometimes 
the most seemingly conventional stories 
are the best tools for digging into knotty, 
everyday truths. Gina Prince-Bythewood's 
Beyond the Lights is a deeply satisfying 
crowd-pleaser about a young singer, Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw's Noni, who's on the brink 
of superstardom but isn-t particularly 
happy about it. A few days before her 
debut album is set to drop—and just after 
she's won a Billboard award for a single 
she made with a scrawny, tattooed white 
rapper—she tries to throw herself off her 
hotel balcony. The mega-handsome young 
cop assigned to guard her room, Nate 
Parker's Kaz, stops her just in time, though 
it takes a little doing. Noni is convinced 
that no one can see her; Kaz assures her 
he can. Their eyes meet, and their gaze 
becomes a kind of pact. In that early 
scene, you may think you pretty much 
know where Beyond the Lights is headed. 
And you're probably right. But that doesn't 
negate the pleasure of getting there, and 
writer/director Prince-Bythewood handles 
the particulars smoothly. Mbatha-Raw is 
captivating, look-at-me sexy one moment 
and soberly vulnerable the next. There's 
always something sturdy and earthbound 
about her fragility, as if she knows she 
doesn't have to play the victim, even 
when she feels like one. Noni's triumph 
doesn't come all at once—it takes awhile 
for her to stop fighting her hair and find 
her voice—but her moment of epiphany 
strikes a resounding chord. (PG-13)

FOXCATCHER John du Pont (played here 
by a ghostly Steve Carrell) spent $600,000 
of his $200 million fortune to build a 
wrestling gym at Foxcatcher, his family 
estate and the name of director Bennett 
Miller's stone-faced jock drama. He was a 
lousy wrestler himself: over 50, scrawny, 
and with a permanent wedgie. What he 
was really trying to buy was respect from 
his mother (Vanessa Redgrave), from 
the Olympic committee, and from his 
locker room of grapplers who dutifully 
agreed to call him coach in exchange for 
great facilities and free room and board. 
Everyone has a price. Which makes 
Foxcatcher a natural follow-up to Miller's 
Moneyball, another sports film about dol¬ 
lars, cents, and cynicism. The cheapest 
is Mark Schultz (Channing Tatum), a 1984 
gold medalist who, thanks to Olympic 
eligibility rules, is so broke he's gotta train 
for 1988 Seoul on a diet of dry ramen. 
Carrell is unrecognizable as the lonely 
tyrant. Meanwhile, Mark looks like a brute, 
but turns out to be as fragile as a little 
boy. Sometimes Tatum punches his own 
head as if Mark was trying to turn on his 
brain. Miller has mashed the timeline and 
rejiggered events so much that the film is 
several strides away from the truth, which 
would be more pardonable if he'd done 
it to shape a theme. The pieces of some¬ 
thing important are here—there's ego 
and greed and desperation, the essential 
ingredients of the American tragedy— 
but none of it fits together. Instead, 
Foxcatcher is merely a very, very good 
character study with acting so fine that 
it's frustrating it's not in the service of a 
real, emotional wallop. (R) Amy Nicholson.

BEFORE I GOTO SLEEP Amnesiacs make 
terrific protagonists for psychological 
thrillers: You can tell them any old thing 
and they'll buy it, and their vulnerability 
makes them deeply sympathetic. In Rowan 
Joffe's tidily constructed potboiler Before I 
Go to Sleep, Nicole Kidman plays a woman 
who, after a traumatic incident, wakes up 
every morning unable to remember who 
she is. Patient husband Colin Firth gazes 
at her with lovesick concern, telling her, 
"I'm your husband, Ben." But every day, 
after he leaves for work, her phone rings: 
It's sultry shrink Mark Strong, who's been 
treating her on the sly. At least one of 
these stone-cold foxes is trying to manipu¬ 
late her. But which one? They're both so 
damn ... sexy. This is Joffe's second film 
as a director—the first was the chilly little 
2010 Graham Greene adaptation Brighton 
Rock—and he knows what he's doing: If 
the story is a smidge predictable, at least 
the movie is pleasingly old-fashioned and 
grown-up, with a '90s paranoid-thriller 
vibe. Kidman, looking as fragile as one of 
those paper flowers that blooms in a glass 
of water, earns our compassion from the 
start. Stuck in her endless morning-to¬ 
night memory loop, her character, who's 
40, believes she's still in her twenties. 

"The truth is, half of your life is over," she 
reminds herself daily as part of her ther¬ 
apy. No one, not even an amnesiac, wants 
to own up to that, and Kidman, whose 
forehead—at last!—shows just the tiniest 
bit of age-appropriate wrinkling, repre¬ 
sents valor in the face of harsh reality. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

BIG HERO 6 Imagine if nerdy Clark Kent 
didn't have to remove his glasses and 
pocket protector to save the world. 

Then imagine him as fat and sweet as a 
marshmallow. Meet Big Hero 6s Baymax, 
Disney's new cuddly champion: a wad¬ 
dling, inflatable health care companion 
who can sense your pulse, diagnose 
disease, and, if reprogrammed, kill. Our 
setting is San Fransokyo, a hybrid of 
California and Japan where everyone 
loves tech gadgets and sushi. (Whether 
the city is fictitious or simply the near 
future is up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro 
(Ryan Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art labo¬ 
ratory inventing marvels with other young 
geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), a hellion 
with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, a geek who 
loves lasers; and Honey Lemon (Genesis 
Rodriguez), a girlie girl who knows her 
way around chemicals. To make engineers 
more awesome, the movie upgrades the 
gang into superheroes, which scrambles 
the message. An arsonist destroys Hiro's 
(admittedly not very long) life's work and 
accidentally offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his 
geek friends to set things right—and 
trains Baymax, his brother's kindly robot, 
with punches and kicks scanned from 
kung fu movies. Big Hero 6 veers from 
chipper to noisy to dark stretches where 
it grapples with adult-sized grief. Hiro 
isn't just a sweet moppet: He's full of rage 
and despair and ego. He needs Baymax 
to be his family, which means training 
him to fist-bump, and groaning when the 
robot runs out of battery and acts like a 
stumbling, slurring drunk—a moment that 
could have kids later suspiciously check¬ 
ing their own parents for a plug. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

INTERSTELLAR There's so much space 
in Christopher Nolan's nearly three-hour 


intergalactic extravaganza Interstellar 
that there's almost no room for people. 

This is a gigantosaurus movie entertain¬ 
ment, set partly in outer space and partly 
in a futuristic dustbowl America where 
humans are in danger of dying out, and 
Nolan—who co-wrote the script with his 
brother, Jonathan—has front-loaded it 
with big themes and even bigger visuals. 
Interstellar's supposedly all about what 
it means to be human, but it's supersized 
in case we really are so out of touch 
with being human that we need to have 
everything blown up IMAX-big. "We used 
to look up at the sky and wonder at our 
place in the stars," says Cooper, Matthew 
McConaughey's farmer/astronaut/dreamer 
in one of his many, many proclamations 
about life, family, and the cosmos. "Now 
we just look down and worry about 
our place in the dirt." But even the dirt 
in lnterstellar\ooks spectacularly art- 
directed. Launched into a wormhole to 
scout new worlds for possible human 
habitation, Cooper and his colleagues 
encounter frozen worlds and watery 
ones, and the dangers they face are both 
existential and specific. The universe 
Nolan has invented for them is vast, awe¬ 
inspiring, and terrifying. But if Nolan is so 
godlike, you'd think he'd be better with 
actors. They don't stand a shooting star's 
chance in Interstellar. Anne Hathaway's 
big moment—her only moment, really—is 
a quavery speech about true love. In 
what should be McConaughey's most 
moving scene—he faces the reality that 
his children have aged by 23 years, while 
he's only a few hours older—we can see 
McConaughey working the strings. (PG- 
13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 


KILL THE MESSENGER It was a mystery 
that reporter Gary Webb would have 
jumped on: a man who'd made powerful 
enemies allegedly committing suicide with 
two gunshots to the head. The tragedy is 
that Webb was the deceased. Michael 
Cuesta's earnest, ire-inducing Kill the 
Messenger s a David-and-Goliath story 
where truth is the slingshot. The giant is 
the CIA. In 1996, Webb published a thun¬ 
derbolt piece in the San Jose Mercury 
News connecting the facts in a con¬ 
spiracy that linked the government to the 
Nicaraguan Contras to the crack dealers 
of South Central Los Angeles. Yet in the 
two years between his piece hitting print 
and the government's mea culpa, Webb's 
career was trashed. No one threatens him 
or his family with violence. Instead, they 
destroy the man by destroying his cred¬ 
ibility—and to an investigative journalist, 
the two are the same. Like Webb himself, 
Kill the Messenger 's a little rumpled. The 
film doesn't elevate him into a hero. He's a 
hunter, and when his rivals scrutinize his 
past, he's made enough personal mistakes 
that he's easy to discredit. (So have we 
all.) In Webb's case, he has a temper, he 
had a mistress, and when he gets spooked 
by stalkers outside his house, we know 
enough about the news cycle to scream, 
"Put down that gun and look normal!" For 
media junkies, Kill the Messenger plays 
like s&m porn—it hurts so good. Yet, when 
the sting fades, so does the film. It doesn't 
entirely engage, in part because it's so 
determined to correct the story that it 
can't let us explore it ourselves. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Island Cinema, Newport Beach. 

NIGHTCRAWLER Jake Gyllenhaal, not 
a particularly bulky guy to begin with, 


dropped 20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his calling as 
a freelance crime videographer in Dan 
Gilroy's nervy thriller Nightcrawler. Even 
when Robert De Niro does it, weight 
change isn't acting—it's the antithesis 
of acting, merely a symbol of an actor's 
dedication and not the tensile, compli¬ 
cated act of commitment itself, which 
can unspool only in performance. But 
you could say that in reshaping his body 
and face, Gyllenhaal has achieved a 
kind of art direction of the self. His eyes, 
almost inhumanly enormous within that 
now-bony face, are as much a part of 
the look of Nightcrawler as its rapturous 
nocturnal Los Angeles streetscapes. As 
sociopathic self-starter Louis Bloom, 
Gyllenhaal has refashioned himself as a 
version of the Tony Perkins of Psycho, an 
Adam's apple with a sick, brilliant mind 
attached. Gyllenhaal is the polestar of 
Nightcrawler— just as he's fixated on the 
grisly crimes and accidents of his city, we 
can't look away from him. That seems to 
be part of writer/director Gilroy's design. 
He's infused Nightcrawlermth a number 
of ideas, free-floating through the movie 
like fireflies: Gilroy takes on the news 
media's lust for increasingly prurient 
stories and graphic news footage, and 
the way crimes against white people take 
precedence over anything that happens 
to a person of color. But on the strength 
of Gyllenhaal's performance, Nightcrawler 
works best as a character study. It's chill¬ 
ing, but also wickedly funny and strange, 
like a good, dark Brian De Palma joke—in 
short, it's everything the stolid and humor¬ 
less Gone Girl should have been. (R)

The Doctor Is Out 

UC Irvine Department of Drama founder Robert Cohen retires after 50 years

W hen Robert Cohen wakes 
up in his Laguna Beach 
home, Samuel Beckett 
is in the kitchen, cook¬ 
ing breakfast. Jerzy Grotowski is on 
his couch, watching the morning news. 
Patrick Stewart walks in the front door, 
carrying the newspaper. Or maybe it just 
seems that way. Read his newly pub¬ 
lished memoir, Falling Into Theater, or 
talk to Cohen—the father of UC Irvine’s 
Department of Drama—and the biggest 
names associated with American and 
international theater since the 1950s 
drop as often as colorful insults from the 
mouths of Shakespeare’s characters. 

Theorist, educator, critic, practitio¬ 
ner and author, Cohen has met, worked 
with or communicated with a who’s 
who of modern theater history—and 
contributed no small part. His 1978 
book, Acting Power, as well as its subse¬ 
quent editions, is the most used acting 
textbook in American drama schools. 

No less a luminary than Stewart, a close 
friend of his since the 1960s, contrib¬ 
uted a blurb to the most recent revision: 
“If you have to/need to read a book 
about acting, here it is, all of it. Study it, 
know it.” 

His introductory textbook, Theatre, 
now in its 10th edition, has been pub¬ 
lished in five languages, and he has lec¬ 
tured and directed in some two dozen 
countries, from Ghana and Stockholm 
to Korea and China. He’s terribly Big 
News in the world of theater, and 
incredibly, he’s accomplished so much 
while living and working in a place he 
had never heard of before being offered 
a teaching gig. 

Cohen was offered two positions 
in his final semester at Yale graduate 
school. One was at UC Berkeley, an 
established university with a growing 
drama department. The other was at 
a new school in Southern California, 
where grazing cows around the campus 
far outnumbered the faculty and stu¬ 
dents. It took him 15 minutes to decide 
whether to be a cog in an existing sys¬ 
tem or to help create a new one. 

“Berkeley’s drama department was 
primarily an intellectual one, which it 
still is, and while I consider myself a 
writer and intellectual, I wanted to be 
involved in producing and working with 
actors and playwrights,” Cohen says. 
“I’ve written 23 books and consider 
myself in both camps, but if anyone asks 
what I do, I say I’m a play director.” 

The first semester, fall 1965, UCI’s 
School of the Arts (to which drama then 
belonged) had seven undergraduate stu¬ 


dents and three drama teachers. Today, 
there are 33 full-time faculty in the 
undergraduate, graduate and Ph.D. pro¬ 
grams, plus approximately 450 students. 

“I never dreamed that it would grow 
so big,” Cohen says. “I had absolutely no 
expectations. Irvine wasn’t even a city yet; 
Berkeley was only a few hours away, and 
[its drama department] had been around 
for 20 years. What we have become would 
have been unthinkable then.” 

Cohen ran the department for years 
and pulled a major coup in 1982 by 
bringing Grotowski, a world-renowned 
guru of experimental theater, to cam¬ 
pus. As Cohen relates in his book, 
Grotowski hated the main acting studio 
and wanted an immaculate space in 
which he could conduct his radically 
out-of-the-box classes. He wanted a 
barn. There happened to be a barn left 
over from when the land was part of the 
Irvine Ranch, before it was donated to 
build UCI. The building was cleaned 
out and became the site for Grotowski’s 
all-night classes, which were closed to 
all but his students and incorporated 
everything from Haitian voodoo chants 
to Balinese dancing. As the world’s fore¬ 
most living acting teacher and theorist, 
Grotowski’s presence also attracted 
interest from big-name donors, which 
boosted the entire department. 


Cohen stepped down as chairman in 
1990, focusing on teaching and lectur¬ 
ing and directing across the globe. And 
now, after 50 years, the doctor (he has a 
rare fine arts doctorate in directing from 
Yale) is leaving. He doesn’t like driving 
at night, he says; he wants the freedom 
to set his schedule and the time to write. 
Plus, “50 years is enough,” Cohen says. “I 
love teaching as much as I ever have, and 
sometimes I wonder if I’m making the 
right decision, but I’m not reconsidering. 
It’s time to open up a position for some¬ 
one else.” 

But his presence will still be felt. His 
name is on the 96-seat theater, formerly 
known as the Studio Theater. His text¬ 
books will continue to be used. The 
department’s current season is dedicated 
to him. More important is a track record 
that is as much an ethic as it is a legacy. 

“It’s impossible to describe the impact 
he’s had on this department,” said Eli 
Simon, a UCI drama faculty member 
since 1987. “If the professors are planets, 
he’s the sun we rotate around and have 
for five decades. He’s really our inspi¬ 
rational leader in terms of research and 
production, teaching and service. He’s 
had a hand in the creation of every pro¬ 
gram, every hire and every production, 
and that imprint will only continue.”

The White Elvis 

Riff Raff’s rap game combines Kool Keith antics with Texas swagger

R iff Raff’s hair is a crop circle 
of braids. His eyes are blue, 
dilated and deserted. Gold 
grills glint on his teeth. A boy- 
band-thin beard zigzags across his face. 

His chest and neck double as a tattooed 
billboard for MTV, BET, the NBA, Bart 
Simpson and Seagram’s Seven. 

To complete the look, the Hollywood- 
based, 32-year-old white rapper wears a 
cherry-red, ruby-laced Icee (as in the fro¬ 
zen drink) chain around his neck. That’s 
when he’s not rocking the chain purchased 
by his label patron, Diplo, the Grammy- 
nominated DJ/producer and BlackBerry 
ambassador. Or the gilded, emerald-green 
chain that Soulja Boy bestowed upon him 
a couple of years ago during Riff Raff’s 
brief stint on the Atlanta swag rapper’s 
imprint. Over the summer, he released his 
sophomore album, Neon Icon, on superstar 
D J Diplo’s label, Mad Decent. 

Born Horst Christian Simco, Riff Raff 
was raised on Houston’s racially diverse 
north side and possesses an accent so 
thick it seems clogged by codeine—more 
working-class twang than imitated patois. 
He’s the logical spawn of white Texas rap¬ 
per Paul Wall, but with a better sense of 
humor. Describing him in print is akin to 
trying to race piranhas on dry land. His 
bowl is the Internet, specifically YouTube, 
where his videos regularly register hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of views. 

He can be both ingenious and minstrel, 
sometimes in the same song. He is a cari¬ 
cature of a caricature, Jamie Kennedy’s 
Malibu’s Most Wanted buffoon blown 
up to such animated extremes that he is 
wholly unique—an eccentric worthy of a 
Hollywood Hills Mount Rushmore along¬ 
side Angelyne, the Bishop Magic Don Juan 
and a post-Blizzard of Ozz Ozzy Osbourne. 

“What separates him is his sense 
of humor. He’s like Biz Markie in his 
goofiness or Kool Keith in the way he puts 
words together,” says his friend and col¬ 
laborator Simon Rex, who raps as the sex- 
obsessed Dirt Nasty. “It might not make 
sense on paper, but it works because he 
commits so much to them. He also has an 
Eazy-E octave that really punches through 
beats. So much rap is middle of the road; 
not enough people are having fun. He’s not 
afraid to be a clown, and he can actually 
rap and carry notes. Put a camera on him, 
and you can’t look away. When he wakes 
up in the morning to when he goes to bed 
at night, that’s him.” 

Riff Raff reflects, “People are desensi¬ 
tized to the point where nothing is special. 
People are gettingbored. It’s so saturated 
that if you’re not in your own lane, you 
aren’t needed.” 


In his lane, he’s a rap avatar for the 
Adult Swim generation, full of stoned 
musings, pop-culture detritus and cartoon 
tomfoolery. His aliases include Jody High- 
roller, the Rice Emperor, the White Gucci 
Mane, the rap game Travis Tritt and the 
rap game Jonathan Taylor Thomas. Riff 
Raff started calling himself “the rap game 
James Franco” after photos emerged from 


Spring Breakers, a 2013 Harmony Korine 
film in which the 127 Hours star plays a 
Riff Raff doppelganger. Riff Raff claims 
Korine offered him the role, but he was 
“out of the country” at the time. 

“He doesn’t give a fuck about anything, 
which is my philosophy about everything,” 
Diplo says. “He’s the best dude to drink 
with ever, and he can freestyle for seven 
weeks straight.” 

There’s another reason Riff Raff has 
become a lightning rod: White guys who 
speak with slang and diction associated 
with African-Americans have elicited 
heavy scrutiny since the days of 3rd Bass 
and Vanilla Ice. “If it’s some black dude 


trying to be a country guy, he’s always 
gonna have some random redneck dude 
saying, ‘Fuck that.’ White people do the 
same thing to white rappers,” he says. 
“Ninety percent of my haters are white 
guys who don’t like me because maybe 
they’re jealous.” 

In his Hollywood apartment, he rolls 
and unrolls dollar bills that are lying on 


his desk next to a weed pipe, a Swiss Army 
knife and pills of unknown provenance. 
The apartment is sparsely furnished: a 
bed, a bathroom, a closet with his high- 
tops neatly lined up. The main decorative 
flourish is a pair of ceramic iguanas hang¬ 
ing from the wall, making for a surpris¬ 
ingly understated contrast to his lavish 
on-camera persona. 

While it’s almost more logical to 
believe Riff Raff sprang from a pair of 
click-happy web entrepreneurs, his father 
was a mechanic, who grappled with post- 
traumatic stress disorder after serving in 
Vietnam. When his parents divorced, Riff 
Raff lived mainly with his mom in Hous¬ 


ton, with brief detours in Florida, Arizona 
and Brazil. 

He started freestyling for fun. After 
dropping out of high school, he bounced 
from city to city across the country, rarely 
staying more than a few months. He set¬ 
tled in LA, partly at the recommendation 
of Rex, who understood the casting-call 
carousel of LA was the only place insane 
enough to appreciate Riff Raff’s idiosyn¬ 
crasies. He mostly paid his bills by painting 
cars and cutting hair. 

Last year, he evolved beyond a curio 
into something legitimately interesting. 
For a nation that suckles entertainment 
with every refresh of its web browsers, 
Riff Raff attempts to fill the insatiable 
void with a deluge of freestyles, songs 
and comic sketches. Often, he is compul¬ 
sively watchable. 

Is this all a put-on? And even if it is, 
does it matter in an age of Tumblr memes, 
Das Racist and Rick Ross? Riff Raff has a 
fittingly vague and tortuous answer. “It’s 
all about how I feel at that point in time,” 
he says. “If I’m having fun, then I’m gonna 
have fun. If someone’s crying, are they 
fake-crying? If they’re laughing, then are 
they fake-laughing? It’s not my job to cater 
to somebody. If I’m happy, if I’m drunk, 
like, that’s me right there. You know? So if 
I’m not acting like that, well, shit, it’s like, 
this is what I’m acting like right now. This 
is how I am right now.” 

When asked why he decided to appear 
in the 2008 MTV show From G’s to Gents 
or why he started posting videos online, 
he reacts as if it’s the first time he has 
ever pondered the question. As to why 
he got a BET tattoo on his breastplate, 
he answers matter-of-factly: “Because 
one day, I’m going to be on the 106th St 
Park Countdown.” To him, this is the 
most obvious conclusion in the world, 
as easy as turning on the tap or logging 
onto World Star Hip-Hop’s website. And 
while his own humor isn’t exactly high- 
minded, he tellingly claims his favorite 
TV show is Portlandia. 

In a novelty-thirsty, camera-happy 
world, it was inevitable a Riff Raff would 
emerge. He is a true mass-media muta¬ 
tion, with multiple Viacom entities actu¬ 
ally inscribed on his flesh. We demand 
24-hour entertainment and cures for our 
hangovers before they happen; Riff Raff 
is the payoff, the yellow light that never 
blinks off, our punishment and our reward.

Life’s No Drag 

Former car racer Jason Park is now 
the recording industry’s XYZ

A fter he temporarily lost his 
driver’s license for drag rac¬ 
ing, Jason Park faced a tough 
decision. The teenager—who 
was born in Hawaii but spent a chunk 
of his childhood in Columbus, Georgia, 
with his mother—knew his budding bas¬ 
ketball career was done since he stopped 
growing, and now, even though he could 
still race without a license, it wasn’t a 
viable option. 

But Park had another hobby: record¬ 
ing music. 

He recorded his first song as a high 
school sophomore at a friend’s house 
and was instantly hooked. Even with his 
basketball and driving aspirations in the 
rearview mirror, music provided him 
a much-needed creative outlet. A self- 
described R&B head who was influenced 
by the likes of Next and Boyz II Men, Park 
put together a small studio in his room. 

“I never thought I’d make music, but I 
noticed when I recorded my first song, I 
couldn’t stop,” he says. 

At the insistence of his mother, Park 
auditioned for acting school on a whim 
after she heard an ad on the radio. Not only 
did he pass the audition, but he was also 
flown west to book an agent. Before long, 
Park was landing commercials for McDon¬ 
ald’s and Paul Mitchell and winning spots 
in films such as 96 Minutes and Heist 
“My mom forced me to go, something 
at the time I thought was stupid,” Park 
recalls. “But it ended up being a blessing 
in disguise.” 

Though he makes his living through 
acting, what Park loves is his music. 
Changing his name to XYZ from J Park so 
as to not be confused with the Kpop star, 
Park finally found his niche as a rapper on 
his seventh record. 


An avid gamer since his days in Geor¬ 
gia, Park would have his friends come 
over to his house and have multiple TV 
setups to play video-game tournaments 
that sometimes lasted through the night. 
Later, talking with a friend of his, he real¬ 
ized gamers hadn’t been represented in 
music, especially in hip-hop, in the sense 
that this once nerdy activity has become 
cool. He wanted to do something for the 
gaming community, and they soon started 
the site XMinuteGaming. 

On his latest album, XMinute Gam¬ 
ing, released in October, XYZ dedicated 
the lyrical content of his record to the 
gamer community. The album cover is 
the rapper with a PlayStation. “I wanted 
to show people that even if you’re a dork 
and like video games, it’s cool and okay; 
you can be yourself, and that’s cool in 
itself,” the MC says. “I really wanted to 
represent all of the gamers out there who 
love video games and love everything 
about entertainment.” 

With the rapid expansion of the gam¬ 
ing community—Park points to it being a 
billion-dollar business—that doesn’t mean 
gamers can easily be distinguishable. His 
songs include references to Mario, Sonic 
the Hedgehog and Lara Croft, but in a way 
that isn’t mocking gamers; rather, they 
praise his love of that life. 

“I feel like this is my niche,” he says. 
“Before, I made music for what someone 
else would want to hear. But this is what I 
enjoy doing and my language. As a gamer, 

I can’t think of an artist I’m going to go 
listen to while I’m playing a game and 
pump this music and get me in the zone. 
We’re not all hustlers and doing drugs. 
Some of us like going home and playing 
video games, and I speak to them.”

Hometown Heroine 

W hen it comes to spinning hip-hop on the 
ones and twos, DJ Carisma is the sole 
woman you'll find on the FM dial in Los Angeles. 
Her distinctive platform on Power 106 didn't 
come easy. Deejaying, as with other elements of 
the culture, is all too often a man's world. 

Carisma, who grew up all over Orange 
County, finally landed in Santa Ana, whose only 
notable claim on rap radio comes courtesy 
of a verse in Warren G's "This DJ." While an 
unlikely launching pad for a girl with DJ dreams, 
the city influenced Carisma's eclectic take in 
her mixes. "My dad was always into blues, jazz 
and classic rock," Carisma says. "My mom was 
always into her Christian and Hawaiian music. 

... Everyone listened to everything in my family 
except for hip-hop." 

It was through an older friend that Carisma 
got into rap music in elementary school, listening 
to the likes of Kris Kross, Da Brat, Tupac and Big¬ 
gie. Later, as a student at Santiago High School, 
she gotturned on to turntables. "Me being a girl, 
I'd always see the boys doing it, and they'd never 
let me. I had to save up my money and get my 
own set." 

Carisma saved her cash for weekend trips to 
a now-shuttered Civic Center Drive record store. 
"Ghetto Records is the first record store I ever 
went to," she says. 

Word of Life Church let her perform at youth 
events where she honed her skills. Word spread 
quickly about herturntable talents, leading to 
gigs at house parties and quinceaneras. "I used 
to DJ on upside-down trash cans back in the 
day," Carisma says. "Whatever I could fit my 
equipment on, put my speakers up and do my 
thing, I was doing it, paying dues!" 

All the hard work eventually paid off for the 
25-year-old. She landed her spot on FM rap radio 
in 2009 with a big assist from OC's jerking move¬ 
ment. Spinning all over Southern California, she 
noticed youngsters kept requesting "You're a 
Jerk" by the New Boyz. She persuaded E-Man 
at Power 106 to have them perform a gig at 
Westminster High School. "The whole entire

gym swarmed the floor and just started jerking," 
Carisma recalls of the dance craze. 

Before that moment, Carisma's applications to 
the station netted at least four rejections. "I grew 
up listening to Power 106; I remember being 
introduced to Mr. Choc and the Beat Junkies," 
she says. "It was all guys, though, so I never 
thought I could make it happen." She now spins 
Friday mornings and Saturday nights, helping to 
re-establish West Coast hip-hop's prominence 
on the airwaves. 

Carisma's next album is scheduled to drop in 
January. "I finally feel like I've gotten to a point 
in my career where it's time to take it to the next 
level," she says. "I've pretty much done every 
club in Southern California and every mega 
concert." Her forthcoming DJ Carisma Presents 
features an assembly of rappers with whom 
she has networked. The first single, "Anyway," 
brings together Tory Lanez, Sage the Gemini, Eric 
Bellinger and Mishon. It's building momentum 
ahead of the album's release. 

"I'm really proud to put on for Latinas and 
women," Carisma says. And she has become a 
role model for young girls, who come up after 
shows telling her she's inspired them to take to 
the turntables. "I'm so honored that I'm doing 
something in a positive manner, keeping my self- 
respect as a female because this game is crazy." 

All along the way, she never forgets where 
she came from. "I'm proof that you can do it," 
she says, "and I'm from Orange County."
